His college career was spun out 
at Amherst, where he was active in 
Christian work. After being graduated 
he entered Hartford Theological Semin 
ary, and while there devoted his ener 
gies to two mission branches of the}

Later, he became assistant pastor of 
Phillips chureb, South Boston, and in 
three years he met great success. For 
the next year and a half he was pastor 
of the Congregational church at Hollis- 
ton, resigning to come to Quincy.

The dreaded gypsies are steadily 
spreading. New colonies are found in 
advance all along last year’s frontier. 
| Still worse is the brown tail situation, 
for the moths of this pest can fly, 
! which the gypsies cannot do, and the 
brown tails are spreading much faster 
than the gypsies. The fact that the 
brown tails are more easily destroyed 
than the gypsies relieves the situa- 
tion somewhat, though the caterpillars 
of each are about equally destructive 
after they fasten upon a tree. The 
committee on agriculture has report- 
ed an appropriation of $225,000 for 
this year, which will make $300,000 
available for this season with the pre- 
vious $75,000 already authorized, and 
$10,000 more for parasites. 

The taxation committee has report- 
ed the direct inheritance tax in the 
same form as it was drawn by the 
recess committee on taxation, with 
the exception that the tax of 1 per 
cent on sums from $10,000 to $25,000 
has been stricken off and the bill be- 
gins with 2 per cent. on all direct in- 
heritance from $25,000 to $50,000 and 
for larger sums retains the progres- 
sive scale of taxes contained in the 
bill of the recess committee. It is 
impossible now to tell what support 
or opposition the bill will have. 


Once more the farmers have been 
thrown down in their contest for a 
more favorable milk standard. They 
believed that they had changed so 
many votes in the Senate that they 
would be sure of winning if they re- 
ported back their once-defeated Dill 
unchanged. But the state board of 
health, through Secretary Harring- 
ton, so the story goes, with material 
furnished by Dr. Emerson of Spring- 
field as to the countless millions of 
bacteria in a very small bit of skim- 
med milk, worked so upon the im- 
agination of the honorable senators 
that the bill was refused a_ third 
reading by the overwhelming vote of 
11 to 24. That settled the matter for 
this year. 

Great interest is felt in the bill to 
extend the veterans’ exemption act 
to the soldiers who served in the war 
with Spain. The bill which gives 
them 15 per cent. perference over all 
other persons was reported unani- 
mously by the committee on public 
service. Nobody had a word to say 
for it when it came up for debate on 
the first stage, and’ Mr. Potter of 
Worcester spoke briefly against it. 
It seemed as if there were no special 
interest, but its friends must have 
been playing foxy, for they stood up 
when a vote was called for and there 
were 67 yeas to 32 nays on ordering 
the bill to a third reading. But it is 
still far from the statute book. 


By a unanimous vote the committee 
on mercantile affairs has reported, 
and the House this afternoon ordered 
to a third reading, without a word of 
debate, a bill to prevent monopoly in 
articles of common use, and also to 
prevent such competition as the 
Standard Oil company has practiced 
in the western part of the state and 
which the Hisgen Brothers have been 
fighting. The bill is supported by 
court decisions in other states which 
have got ahead of Massachusetts in 
this sort of legislation. It is to be ex- 
pected that there will be some dis- 
cussion on the bill before it reaches 
the governor, in spite of the action of 
the House today. 

The Senate is not shaken from its 
attitude toward the taxation of college 
residential property by the opposition 
of President Eliot of Harvard and 
the long list of other college presi- 
dents. This afternoon, after the se- 
cond debate, the Senate stood by the 
bill by a large majority, after having 
amended the bill so as to continue to 
Wellesley college the special exemp- 
tion already granted. 

The House showed itself decidedly 
unfriendly to the civil service princi- 
ple this afternoon. Mr. Griswold of 
Greenfield moved to amend the bill to 
extend the civil service rules to 
sealers of weights and measures in 
cities so as to include towns under 
the civil service act. Mr. Potter of 
Worcester, in charge of the bill, ac- 
cepted the amendment. But Mr. Brig- 
ham of Marlboro thought the bill 
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was civil service reform run mad.!

All policies of the John Hancock 
were participating. Life insurance 
has saved many from a drunkard’'s 
grave and has taught people to save. 
The industrial system is not to be 
discried. He knew of the benefits, 
and the satisfaction it was to mothers 
of families. It is an education in 
thrift and honesty. 

One by one he took exceptions to 
nine reasons given by Mr. Brandeis 
why savings banks should take up 
industrial insurance, and said they 
were fallacious. Lapses of savings 
bank insurance would be very large.

TO IDENTIFY THE DEAD. 


An army general order has recently 
been issued, stating that in the future 
all officers and will 
wear whenever in field uniform, an 
identified tag, which will issued 
by the Quartermaster’s Department, 
at cost price to officers, and without 
charge to men. 

This tag is of aluminum, about the 
size of a half dollar, and will be worn 
suspended from the neck, beneath the 
clothing.

For the Patriot. 
Letter from the State House. 


Boston, May 15, 1907. 


At least one member of the legisla- 
ture has made good this week in a 
way to restore confidence in the ex- 
istence of competent and courage- 
ous men under the dome. President 
Chapple of the Senate has risen to 
his opportunity so many times in go- 
ing on record that it has come to be 
a matter of comment and admiration. 
This is particularly true of his vote 
against the bill to extend the veterans’ 
preference act to the soldiers of the 
war with Spain. When the bill was 
in the Senate, after having passed the 
House by a large majority, he voted 
when his name was not necessary, 
making a record of 16 against the 
bill to 15 in favor of it and stopping 
its passage for that session. Then 
came the vote to reconsider, which 
was carried by 18 to 16. But when 
the test was applied again, he had 
his name called on the roll call and 
there was a vote of 20 to 20, every 
senator being on record and the bill 
being defeated by a tie vote. This 
prevents further action on the bill. 
It has been before the legislature 
every session since the men returned 
from the war and every time it has 
been beaten. On several other mat- 
President Chapple has had his

The chief issue in the House thus 
far this week has been the bill to 
give a bounty or gratuity to the un- 
bountied veterans of the Civil war. 
After long debate yesterday there was 
a vote of 157 yeas to 42 nays on thé 
passage of the bill. After that vote, 
Mr. Brigham of Marlboro, chief 
speaker for the bill, moved to sus- 
pend all the rules, push the Dill 
through and send it to the Senate. 
As the great majority made it certain 
that the opposition could do nothing, 
they made no further objection and 
the bill was rushed over to the upper 
branch, 

By Goy. Guild’s prompt action this 
forenoon in signing the bill to pre- 
vent the operation of bucket shops 
there has come to an end a struggle 
which began several years ago with 
an effort to drive these fraudulent 
establishments out of the state, as 
they have been driven out of several 
of the great states in the Union by 
similar laws which have been attacked 
in the courts with all the resources 
of the immense wealth accumulated 
by this system of robbing the victims 
und has been declared to be consti- 
tutional. Plenty of evidence was of- 
fered to the heartless way in which 
the managers of the bucket shops 
manipulated their affairs and the way 
in which their victims had been driven 
to suicide, in some cases, after the 
destruction of their fortunes by the 
bucket shop proprietors. The law 
will become operative after 30 days 
and then there will be an end of this 
sort of crime, for it has been proved 
practicable to enforce the law in other 
states, and, of course, Massachusetts 
authorities are equally efficient. 

The Senate sticks to its vote in 
favor of the bill relating to the 
penalty for murder, by permitting a 
jury, if it renders a verdict of guilty 
of murder in the first degree, to add 
to the verdict the qualification that 
it is to be “without capital punish- 
ment.” The vote has been close on 
every stage, as the committee which 
made the report was close. There- 
fore, the bill has never been 
successful it is a fair expectation that 
it will have hard sledding in the House. 

After a long debate the House has 
gone on record for a bill to put upon 
the ballot at the state election the 
questions, seven in all, for different 
districts and state officers, whether 
the people want them nominated 
directly by the voters rather than 
by delegate conventions. The prac- 
of buying up delegates was 
rapped hard during the debates, and 
evidently the evil is great in some 
instances. The Senate has yet to 
act upon the bill, and there is much 
opposition.

One of these days there will be 
presented by the committee on state 
house a plan for the enlargement of 
the historic Bulfinch structure which 
crowns Beacon hill." It will not be 
extending the present elongated tail 
still further down the hill to the 
north with a north end eight stories 
high, as was proposed by the govern- 
or, making the present outline still 
more hideous, but it will show an 
enlargement to the right and left of 
the two wings. The east wing is 
proposed to be extended to within 
twenty feet of Bowdoin street which 
is the street now at the east side of 
the state house park. On the west 
there would be a similar extension, 
so that the wings would balance each 
other and the front would be har- 
monious. It is said that the cost of 
the changes will be $2,000,000, or less 
than half of the cost of the last en- 
largement of the state house. By 
this plan all of the state departments 
would be brought under the state 
roof, and even the supreme court 
would be given a habitation within 
the state house walls, instead of 
being in Suffolk county court 
house. Judging by previous experi- 
ence, this plan will not go through.

Mock Trial. 


The residents of Norfolk Downs 
never suspected until Tuesday that 
Charles Houghton was a hen thie! 
but when he was summoned before 
a specially convened court in the Park 
and Downs Congregational church to 
answer to a charge of stealing a 
white wyandotte rooster from G. A.

Rescue Tests. 


The submarine torpedo boat Octo- 
pus was taken out into Narrangan- 
sett Bay Monday and was put 
through battery tests by the naval 
trial board. These were for the pur- 
pose of determining how long the sub- 


marine could run under batteries 
alone. She made a run Jasting 3 
hours, 43 1-2 min. The sea was very

The board later in the day inspect- 
ed a marine life preserving jacket, de- 
vised for use aboard the submarine 
in case of failure of the boat to rise 


after being submerged. Wearing 
this apparatus, it is claimed, the oc- 
cupants of the boat could open the 


conning tower, and the buoyancy of 
the cap attached to the jacket would 
bring them gradually to the surface 
of the water, while a supply of oxygen 
would be furnished to them by means 
of chemical action in an oxygen com- 
pound contained in a flask inside 
the jacket.

Maine railroad isin the bands of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford rail- 
road. There is no doubt about it and 
all the denials from interested parties 
are only for effect. At presenta con- 
trolling interest in the Boston & Maine 
isin the bands of certain of the New 
Haven stockholders. Thus, although 
the New Haven railroad asa corpora- 
tion has not acquired the Boston & 
Maine road, its directors bave, and 
while details remain to be arranged the 
deal has been accomplished. 

It will thus be seen that practically 
all of New England’s railroad system 
has passed, or is about to pass, into 
the hands of the railrvad that is friend- j 
ly to the New York Central and to the 
Pennsylvania road. On the first blush, 
that might appear serious detriment to 
the industries of New England, but far- 
seeing Boston men say that New Eog- 
land will now be treated more as a unit, 
and probably some sort of a direct con- 
nection between the New Haven and 
Boston and Maine tracks will be neces- 
sary within a few years. 

Just what will become of Pres. Tuttle 
and his subordinate officers cannot be 
foretold. Pres. Tuttle has a valuable 
knowledge of railroad matters, and it 
is probable he will be retained in an 
advisory capacity. His subordinates 
are capable men and could adapt them- 
selves to any new policy, and it there- 
fore is probable most of them will be 
retained.

Told to Steal. 


The details of a confession made by 
William 0. Douglas of New York, form- 
er local clerk of the Trust Company of 
America, made public Monday are to the 
effect that, acting on the advice of a 
lawyer, he planned to steal $1,000,000 
worth of securities in order to compel 
the trust company to cancel his minor 
thefts. Douglas has already pleaded 
guilty to larceny and is awaiting sen- 
tence. 

According to his confession, he first 
took small quantities of bonds and, bor- 
rowing money on them, lost it in 
speculating. When it was evident that 
he could not retrieve his losses,a lawyer 
was consulted, who advised, he says, 
that the only way out of the difficulty 
was to steal $1,000,000 worth of securi- 
ties and turn them over to the lawyer, 
who might negotiate with the officials 
of tbe trust company for their return, 

Douglas’ understanding was that the 
lawyer expected to get $200,C00 from 
the trust company for the restoration 
of the securities, which would have 
been sufficient to cover the amounts 
Douglas had already borrowed and lost.

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, May 22, 1907. 

Gov. Guild finally signed the Con- 
way eiectric bill, and it is reported 
that he was under a misapprehension | 
as to the exceptional circumstances | 
of the case when he was so much dis- 
posed to veto it on the ground that 
it was in opposition to the anti- 
merger principles which he was in- 
isited upon so strenuously. But the 
story which is brought to the state 
house about the grand reception ac- 
corded to Representative Elmer of 
Conway when he reached home Sat- 
urday, with the procession, music, 
firing of cannon, speeches of congrat- 
ulation, and all the evidence of great 
popular excitement, adds that not a 
word was said in praise of the gov- 
ernor for signing the bill. 

There is no sign that the people are 
any more disposed to the merging of 
railroads and electric roads than 
they were a year ago. The signing 
of the Conway bill cannot be taken 
at all as a disposition of either the 
legislature or the governor to depart 
from the supposed standard against 
mergers. But the petition of the ten 
democrates senators against any 
merger legislation and the reversal 
of such combinations as have already 
been made does not promise large 
results this session. Quite likely it 
will not be admitted because not 
enough members will vote to suspend 
the rules. The move was too sudden 
and too partisan for a success. That 
it is directly contrary to the ideas 
of Henry M. Whitney makes it 
mighty bad politics for all democrats 
who favor him as their candidate for 
governor.

Here comes in this bill, by a 
unanimous vole of the committee on 
cities, which permits the city of 
Holyoke, which is now running suc- 
cessfully a large municipal lighting 
plant, cut and sell at wholesale 
ice from any great ponds or rivers 
within its limit, and that must in- 
clude the Connecticut river, and also 
from any pond which is used as a 
source of water supply, though out- 
side of the city limits. The bill for- 
bids the city to sell at retail, but it 
is to sell to others to be sold at re- 
tail. It gives the necessary authority 
to borrow money for the erection of 
ice houses, the bonds not to pay over 
4 per cent interest. It is evident, at 
a glance, that the bill is of large im- 
portance as a precedent. It permits 
the sale to only the inhabitants of 
the city. But that means, if the leg- 
islature consistent, that every 
other city with a municipal water 
supply, may be allowed to engage in 
the business of cutting and selling 
ice at wholesale to the people of its 
locality. There is to be a board of 
not over three persons to attend to 
the details of the business. Of course 
those persons, being in the interest 
of the public, will not permit the 
retailers to charge more than a fair 
profit on their ice. Thus the other 
ice dealers will be forced to come to 
the city rates. With this bill as an 
entering wedge, it is a fair question 
whether the city should not, in time, 
be allowed to go further. If the local 
supply is not sufficient for the local 
demand, why should not the city, in 
its organic capacity, buy at whole- 
sale from owners of ponds in Ver- 
mont or New Hampshire and give the 
people the benefit of the operation? 
This is the sort of bill that will be 
fought.

Representative Potter of Worcester 
spoke the truth when he was opposing 
the appropriation of $10,000 for the 
representation of the state at the 
Jamestown exposition, and favored 
the $5,000 proposed instead. His 
argument was in part against the 
military features of the proposed 
trip and also against the military 
character of the display at Jamestown. 
The extra $5,000 proposed was for 
sending a militia detachment. Mr. 
Luce favored it on the same ground as 
Mr. Griswold of Greenfield urged at 
the committee hearing, namely, that 
it would be an encouragement to the 
militia boys if they knew that they 
could take a junket of this sort once 
in a while at the state’s expense. It 
was said that the militia service is 
getting unpopular on account of the 
hard work required with little play 
and it would give them something to 
anticipate if such trips were permitt- 
ed. Mr. Potter's additional point that 
there was little interest in the state 
in the matter was indorsed by the 
House, for the $10,000 was rejected 
by a decided majority and the $5000 
went through without objection, 
finishing its final stage in the House 
this forenoon. 

This year the division on the elec- 
tion of United States senators by 
popular vote has been on party lines. 
This is not usual, for there have 
generally been quite a number of re- 
publicans to favor the idea, in spite 
of the fact that Senator Hoar used to 
regard the proposition as one of the 
most destructively revolutionary of 
all the revolutionary propositions 
advanced by radical thinkers. The 
division was 11 for to 22 against, 
with one pair, thus placing every 
democrat on record for the change, 
but leaving five republicans unplaced. 


The report of the railroad commis- 
sioners for the compulsory use of 
fire extinguishers is quite a triumph 
for Mr. Dyer of Whitman, who was 
a new unknown member of the House 
last year, but came here with the de- 
termination that something ought to 
be done for better protection of rail- 
road cars against fires when they 
are overturned or otherwise damaged 
by accident. Of course, as usual, the 
railroads were against him and he 
was badly defeated at the first en- 
counter with the railroad committee. 
But he persevered and got the adverse 
report recommitted, finally winning 
so much of his point as to have the 
matter referred to the railroad com- 
mission for investigation and action, 
and, by their action they justify his 
persistence. 


In like manner Representative 
O'Rourke of Worcester feels that the 
report this week by the railroad com- 
missioners upon the use of fenders 
and wheel guards by electric cars 
completely justifies his activity in 
behalf of fenders for the better pro- 
tection of human life upon the streets. 
It will be noticed that the railroad 
commissioners insist that, even with 
the present devices, human life, es- 
pecially of children and elderly peo- 
ple, is not safe upon our streets to- 
day where electric cars run. 


The House had quite a debate on 
the first stage of the bill to restrict 
the sale of liquor on Sunday. The 
temperance men were against it be- 
cause it would tend to prevent the 
farce of calling a hotel a place which 


at the home of Mrs. 


merely sells sandwiches with liquor. 
Of course there was opposition, but 
it was voted down. When the bill 
came up on the final House stage 
yesterday, its friends sat still, so 
sure were they, and let the opposition 
talk. Then they passed it by vote of 
70 to 28. 

The House spent about all day to- 
day upon the bill claimed at the 
United Shoe Machinery Company and 
then, on a roll call of 128 to 84 order- 
ed it to a third reading, after it had 
been amended by roll call of 109 to 
107 to protect the union labor label. 
It remains to be seen what the mono- 
poly will do next. It reported 
that, if either of the four silent 
senators votes against the bill, some 
who voted against it will vote for it, 
so that it shall not be defeated by 
corrupt means.

QUINCY WOMEN’S CLUB. 

The following abridged report of 
the Philanthropy committee given at 
the annual meeting of the Quincy 
Women’s club, May 14th is published 
by request of club members: 

It is with gratitude and pleasure 
we report the continued successful 
work of the Visiting Nurse. Indeed 
its progress from the very start has 
been encouraging. Never could a 
committee have secured one more en- 
thusiastic and efficient to establish the 
work than was our first nurse. Heart 
and soul, with all her strength she 
entered into it and we gladly give 
to her the credit of its success. 
Faithfully, for one long year she 
worked until her strength was ex- 
hausted and she was forced to give 
up her labor of love; the work that 
had grown so dear to her. 

For a little time after her depart- 
ure a substitute nurse filled the posi- 
tion as best she could, then, on Sept. 
10th the committee considered them- 
selves again fortunate in securing one 
who would faithfully carry on the 
work. A graduate from our “Little 
Hospital on the Hill” recommended 
by its matron, having nursed success- 
fully in private families for several 
years, of strong physique and taking 
up the work because of her love for 
it—what more could we ask? 

Our present nurse has worked faith- 
fully and well through this long 
hard winter. The good work is go- 
ing steadily on. Our physicians are 
learning to depend upon our visit- 
ing nurse and more than one life has 
been saved this past winter because 
of her ministrations. 

Now is it not worth while? Has not 
this work come to stay; and cannot 
a wise club member suggest some 
method of meeting the expense in 2 
systematic way? 

I have been told, (I can hardly 
credit it) that there are some mem- 
bers of our club who are not in 
sympathy with this work, if there are 
any such I would advise them to start 
qut some morning with our nurse, 
enter with her the homes she visits 
and watch her as she cares for the 
sick ones. I am sure one day thus 
spent would suffice to convert them. 

Early in December an earnest ef- 
fort was made by this committee to 
Start some sort of Associated Charities 
in our city. Personal notice was sent 
to every clergyman and, so far as 
possible, to all heads of charitable 
societies. A general invitation to the 
public was also sent through the 
press to attend a meeting to be held 
at the club house. There was an 
encouraging response, twenty odd 
societies were represented and an 
enthusiastic meeting held. A little 
later another meeting was held—A 
“Conference of Charity Workers” was 
formed and several stated meetings 
were held at the Club house. But 
they were poorly attended, with but 
little work accomplished and so little 
interest shown that we are forced to 
believe that Quincy in some directions 
at least, is dormant and has not 
awakened to the fact that some form 


of associated charity work must come | 


in the near future. All workers in 


philanthropy recognize the absolute | 


necessity of organized effort. They 
realize the great harm unconsciously 
done by generous and 
people in indiscriminate giving, the 
pauperizing of the very ones they 
wish to help. It is so easy, often- 
times, to relieve one’s conscience by 
giving of ones abundance to 


the needy one. One does it indeed | 
from the best of motives but how 


much wiser and kinder would it be 
to help that person to help himself. |

Boston, May 29, 1907. 
Quite possibly a crisis has been 
with the House vote yesterday upon 
the Sunday bill. Possibly it will be 
found that the destructive tendency 
is not as general as has been sup- 
posed. Possibly those who have been 
afraid to have any opinion of their 
own may screw up their courage a 
bit when they find that they have 
more strength than they supposed 
they had.

Two 
distinct principles characterized the 
majority bill from all previous legis- 
lation, One was in permitting local 
authorities to have the licensing of

It also gives pro- 
tection against the possible interrup- 
tion of the service by fire in the 
neighborhood—an important consider- 
ation in these days when the tele- 
phone is so much depended on in 
both business and social life.

Light and air were prime 
considerations in drawing the plans, 
and the plumbing, heating and ven- 
ilation are designed after the most 
approved methods, 

The high busement, which is prac- 
tically a story by itself, is occupied 
by the maintenance and inspection 
force and the supply and store rooms. 
The main floor, above it, has infront 
the offices of the local and district 
organizations. There is a good-sized 
public room for the contract depart- 
ment, with pay station booths; there 
are the offices of the district super- 
intendent, the district foreman, and 
the foreman of maintenance; and one 
side of the building is occupied by 
the clerical force. 

In the rear of the main floor is the 
terminal room, where the lines from 
outside, which are brought into the 
building through the basement in 
underground cables, are separated 
and “distributed.” The apparatus 
auxiliary to the switchboard is here, 
including the big iron distributing 
frame with the protective devices 
that safeguard the sensitive mechan- 
ism of the exchange against injury by 
overloads of electricity that might 
get onto the wires outside, an equally 
large intermediate frame which plays 
an important part in conducting sub- 
scribers’ lines to their proper terminal 
points on the switchboard, an_ in- 
genious machine by means of which 
the ringing is done, and the dynamos 
and generators that make the current 
used for both talking and signalling. 
The power to run the generators 
will ordinarily be taken from the elec- 
tric light company, but there is a gas 
engine for emergency use in case 
the outside power supply fails tem- 
porarily. Just off the terminal 
room is a big storage battery with 


twelve cells to supply current for 
local service and eleven auxiliary 
cells to give additional current for 
toll and long distance talking. All 


the current used in the system is sup- 
pied from here, instead of part of it 
coming from batteries on subscribers’ 
premises, aS was necessary when the 
magneto system was in use. 

The arrangement of centralizing 
the energy of the exchange is what 
gives this mode of operation its 
name, “common battery system.” 
On a magneto switchboard, such as 
has -n in use in Quincy until now 
the signals to operators are given by 
metallic targets or drops, each lin- 
having its numbered indicator which 
falls when the subscriber turns the 
crank at the side of his telephone. 
On the common battery board the 
signals are tiny incandescent lamps 
that light up or go out as the hook 
on which the receiver of the sub- 
scriber’s telephone hangs is moved 
up or down. Lifting off the receiver 
is all there is about calling “Cen- 
tral;” putting it back again is all 
there is about “ringing off.” If the 
operator's attention is wanted during 
a call moving the receiver hook up 
and down will secure it by flashing a 
special signal lamp in front of her. 
The scheme works quickly and con- 
veniently. 

The operating department takes up 
the entire top floor of the buildng. 
Across the whole front is the opera- 
tor’s rest room, where switchboard 
girls may spend their time 
off duty while they are in 
the exchange. In addition to 
her lunch hour, which divides her 
working time, each operator has a 
recess of fifteen or twenty minutes 
in the first half and another recess 
in the second half of her tour of 
duty. They may leave the exchange 
building for luncheon if they wish, 
but most of the girls prefer not to go 
till their day’s work is done, and for 
their benefit the rest room has facili- 
ties for noon-hour “light housekeep- 
ing.” The rest room is comfortably 
and attractively furnished with easy 
chairs, couch, a reading table, and so 
on. It has lockers of expended 
metal, for the operators’ wraps to 
hang in, each employe having her own 
special locker space and her own 
“head telephone” which no one else 
may use. 

Behind the rest room is the opera- 
ing room containing the switchboard. 
The apparatus is set along one side 
of the room so that it may be ex- 
tended as the growth of the exchange 
demands more facilities. Its ultimate 
capacity is 8,000 lines; to begin with 
enough lines have been equipped to 
provide facilities for the growth of 
the next year or two without requir-

Three of the operating 
positions will handle incoming calls 
for Quincy people and one is set 
aside exclusively for outgoing 
business. 

A new feature is the equipment of 
part of the board for the use of what 
are called prepayment instruments 
in place of the type of coin-box in- 
strument used heretofore. The prepay- 
ment instrument requires that a 
nickel be dropped in before “Central” 
can be signalled, but by an ingenious 
mechanical arrangement the operator 
can return the coin through a slot 
in the front of the box in case the 


line asked for is busy or does not 
answer. This new device in coin-box 
service has met with great favor from 
the public wherever it has been in- 
troducd. 

The growth of the exchange here 
during the last five years has been 
extraordinary. On the first of Janu- 
ary, 1902, there were 393 subscribers; 
on January 1 of this year there were 
971—an increase of more than 147 
per cent. The first of this month 
1,020 subscribers were connected with 
the Quincy central.” The average 
number of calls made in a day from 
Quincy telephones is 3,799, while the 
average number of calls from other 
offices for Quincy subscribers is 2,932. 
Eleven per cent of all the day’s traffic 
is handled in the “busy hours.”

Other Tests. 


In June, says a Newport dispatch, 
the naval board of inspection and 
survey, with Capt. Richardson Clover, 


Newport and try out the four sub- 
marines, Octopus, Viper, Tarantula 
and Cuttlefish, in the waters of Nar- 
ragansett Bay and at the sea. 

These trials will be distinct from 
those just held by a_ special trial 
bard to determine the relative merits 
of different styles of boats entered 
in competition under government 
auspices. 

All the four boats named were 
built at Quincy and are now to under- 
go their final acceptance trials, 
which will be even more extensive 
and exacting than those required of 
the Octopus and Lake. The boats 
will be called upon for sea voyages of 
four days’ duration and will also 
undergo a deep sea submerge of 200 
feet. The sea trial of four days is 
regarded as the most difficult per- 
formance ever required of a sub- 
marine craft. Under the conditions 
of the test each boat will be entirely 
self-suporting and independent of any 
base of supplies. During the first 24 
hours, six hours shall be spent sub- 
merged underway and the remaining 
18 hours at full speed on the surface, 
including charging battery at 
while under way. 

Other features of ‘the tests will be 
standardization trials over the 
measured mile course, fuel endur- 
ance trials, manoevering trials, firing 
torpedoes and reloading them while 
under way and submerged, speed 
trials awash and submerged, and 
battery discharge trials to ascertain 
the maximum endurance of the boats 
under water.

Last season many thousands of 
people were carried by the Old Colony 
Street Railway Co., from Boston to 
Fall River on its special through car 
which ran to connect with the boats 
of the Enterprise Transportation 
company for New York. It was so 
very popular a trip that many days 
three and four cars were sent down, 
while nearly every day two cars were 
necessary to carry the people. 

This year the plan which, as an 
innovation, made so many friends 
will be repeated the cars running 
daily from Post Office square, Boston,

Miss Parker the principal, Miss Cum- 
mings and Miss Hicks were all of 
them saturated with an intelligence 
enthusiasm for work, and seemed 
to fairly radiate a glowing atmosphere 
of motherly cheerfulness and patient 
good will, This the children quickly 
absorbed and the result was the 
Sessions were one of intense enjoy 
ment and looked forward to 
with eager anticipation by mothers of 
the children because they loved the 
teachers and the teachers loved them 
and where love is, is contentment. 
This is not all; enthusiasm is con- 
tagious and when these children went 
home,in many cases papa, mama and

The City Council is making a fairly 
good record this year in curtailing the 
number of licenses, both to transport 
liquor, and ascommon victuallers. ‘I'he 
pressure is strong from some quarters in 
favor of the applicants, but inthe past 
there have been altogether too many 
stores open for basiness on Sunday. 


It has long been rumored that there 
would be bills for extras in connec- 
tion with the enlargement of the High 
schoolhouse. The Mayor now informs 
the City Council that the Commission- 
er of Public Works has received such 
bills, and intimates that more are ex- 
pected. The taxpayers are anxious 
to know just what these bills are for, 
and also the amount. 


If the residents of Crescent street 
really want that said street shall be 
continued to Copeland street, inde- 
pendent of the Metropolitan boule- 
vard they now have the opportunity 
at a cost of only $1,500 to the tax- 
payers. Now heavy teaming is large- 
ly diverted from Crescent street to 
Copeland street which is paved and 
better able to withstand it. The ex- 
tension of Crescent would be parallel 
to the parkway, taking a strip of land 
from the estate of Dr. J. H. Ash. 


It seems to be difficult to pass a Sat- 
urday half holiday order in the City 
Council which shall be satisfactory to 
all city laborers, yet they should bave 
the benefit of the half holiday during 
the summer as well as the city officials 
and clerks at City Hall. The best solu- 
tion, in justice to all, including the 
taxpayers, is in the hands of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works. It is the 
same plan that is io vogue at the ship- 
yard and elsewhere, and that is, to 
make the other work days a little long- 
er for all city laborers so that all may 
bave the Saturday half holiday. 

Now three hours’ work is required 
on Saturday afternoons and all after- 
noons. If these 180 minutes were di- 
vided among the other five days, or 336 
minates each afternoon, the men would 
get through their work at 4.36 on Mon- 


days, Tuesdays, Wednesdays, ‘Churs- 
days, and Fridays, and at 12 M. on Sat- 
urdays. 


In cases where it is necessary that 
city men shall work Saturday afternoons 
they van continue as at present on the 
eight-hour day. City laborers should 
be willing to give the taxpayers 48 
hours each week and not ask for three 
hours off witbout loss of pay. 


Incendiary Fires. 


What was probably an incendiary 
fire was discovered shortly before 5 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon in what is 
known as the old Faxon or Bass 
house on the easterly side of Han- 
cock street, between Elm avenue and 
Beach street. 

The Wollaston fire station was 
notified by telephone and the Hose 
wagon sent down. Upon its arrival 
the driver found quite a blaze in pro- 
gress and sent in an alarm from Box 
57 at 5.11 as he was unable to contend 
with the blaze alone. 

The fire was in one of the upper 
rooms and had been started in a lot 
of excelsior that had been placed in 
one corner of the room. The door 
leading to this room was closed and 
quite a brisk blaze was in progress. 
A hydrant stream as well as a chemi- 
cal stream was used in extinguishing 
the blaze. 

The house has been unoccupied for 
some time and it is understood was 
about to be torn down. The theory 
of the firemen is that some one en- 
tered the house, started the fire, and 
closed the door behind them. 

While the room where the fire start- 
ed was considerably scorched, the fire 
loss was small. Seldom has there 
been a fire where so many children 
congregated, They made up most of 
the crowd. 

The fire department was called out 
again Wednesday afternoon at 4.30 by 
an alarm from Box 57 for another fire. 

This time the fire had been started 
at the foot of the back stairway and 
was burning briskly when the depart- 
ment arrived. A hydrant stream how- 
ever soon had it under control. 

An investigation after the fire showed 
that two attempts had been made to 
burn the building on Wednesday. One 
fire was started in a closet on the upper 
floor, A lot of paper had been burned 
but for some reason it did not set fire 
to the building. Then the fire was 
evidently started on the first floor. This 
fire was undoubtedly of incendiary 
origin, 

After the fire Chief Litchfield learned 
that William A. Gregory had been seen 
by two parties coming from the baild- 
ing afew minutes before the fire, and 
he was the first man seen by the firemen 
when they arrived. Gregory was also 
one of the first persons seen at the fire 
on Tuesday. 

As soon as Officer Lyons arrived these 
facts were communicated to him, and 
he promptly placed Gregory under 
arrest and locked him up. When the 
officer told him that he was under 
arrest Gregory did not ask what for but 
went along peacefully. 


Too Many Wives. 


Two attractive young women con- 
fronted William Albert Murphy in the 
district court last Saturday when the 
case against him charging him with 
polygamy was called. Both claimed to 
have been married to him. One was 
Annie Lee, daughter of Samuel E. 
and Martha P. Beairsto of Prince 
Edwards Island, who claimed that sbe 
was married to him at Portland, Me., 
April 22, 1903, by Rev, Rollin T. Hack, 
and the other was Annie, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Arnold D. Hodge of 
Brockton, who claimed to have been 
married to him June 21, 1905, by Rev. 
Albert E. Kirk. 

Murphy was represented by J. W. 
McAnaroey and offered no defence. The 
court found probable cause to believe 
him guilty and beld bim in $1000 for 
the grand jary.

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, June 5, 1907. 

If it had not been for the bad break 
of the House Monday afternoon over 
the Sunday bill, the outcome would 
not have been so discreditable and 
unsatisfactory over the Sunday bill. 
It was the only time of the session 
that the House became rattled and 
lost its head in a whirl of laughter 
and folly. One looks upon such a 
scene with about the same feeling as 
he looks upon a man, otherwise sen- 
sible, drinking himself drunk. This 
House has i very good record. in the 
main, thus far. It has shown good 
sense in debate and good self-control 
and judgment in the voting. But this 
time it lost self-control and did things 
it is sorry for. On the first voting on 
the Sunday bill, the latter part of 
last week, it had stood up with con- 
sistency and vigor, whether or not 
one agreed with its conclusion. By 
vote of 103 to 42 it had voted for the 
conservative bill against the radical 
one which the majority of the com- 
mittee on legal affairs had reported, 
permitting open sports of all sorts 
Sunday afternoons, provided that no 
prizes were given or admission asked. 
and establishing the principle that 
there should be local option in re- 
gard to the sort of Sunday entertain- 
ment to be licensed. The bill favored 
by the House merely added some half 
dozen new things to the list of occu- 
pations which may be done on Sun- 
day. But when they met on Monday 
they adopted some amendments 
which were plausible, by a close vote. 
That seemed to upset them and they 
voted to allow fishing in salt water, 
though not in fresh, and put in vari- 
ous other things which made the bill 
thoroughly unsatisfactory to the con- 
servative element, but was not satis- 
factory, either, to the radicals. 
Neither side tried to reconsider and 
make the bill either one thing or the 
other and in that shape it was passed 
to be engrossed. the members being 
all mixed up in their voting, so that 
a man’s vote did not show anything 
conclusive as to his feelings on the 
Sunday law. This Mr. 
Weeks of Everett, who had been 
particularly identified with the con- 
servation bill adopted by the House, 
being one of the minority who re- 
ported it, the member in charge be- 
ing Mr. Katzmann of Hyde Park, be- 
ing thoroughly dissatisfied with the 
radical amendments adopted and pre- 
ferring that nothing should be done, 
moved to reconsider the vote yester- 
day engrossing the bill. This was 
stoutly fought, there being the same 
confusion of sides as before. But it 
was carried, 93. to Then Mr. 
Weeks put in his motion to refer the 
bill to the next legislature. How 
mixed up the sides were is shown by 
the fact that Mr. Hogan of Boston, 
who reported the original radical bill. 
was lined up with Mr. Katzmann who 
differed from radically. The up shot 
of the action was that the bill was 
referred to the next legislature by 
vote of 98 to 97 on roll call, Speaker 
Cole casting the deciding vote. At 
the time of writing, that was the fate 
of the bill, but there is nothing to

prevent a motion tomorrow to re- 
consider the reference to the next 
legislature. 

The shoe machinery bill was 


signed by Goy. Guild with dispatch. 
There is a story that the Beveri’ 
people. where the shops of the com- 
pany are situated, are dissatisfied, 
because they had proposed to conie 
to the statehouse and get a veto, if 
possible. They would have sent a 
delegation to the governor, so the 
story goes, if they had-snot receive! 
a telephone message that he had a!- 
ready signed the bill. The course of 
the company in refusing new con- 
tracts in Massachusetts and the re- 
port from England that Parliament 
is to legislate also against the company 
adds interest to the situation. 

Quite a sensation was made in the 
House late this afternoon by the re- 
ceipt of the governor's message with 
correspondence with President Mel- 
len of the New York. New Haven and 
Hartford railroad, with President Mel- 
len’s positive assertions of benefits 
to the state from the consolidation of 
the road with the Boston and Maine 
and the governor’s warning words 
against permitting the control of the 
railroad transportation to pass out 
of the hands of the people as repre- 
sented by the legislature. The read- 
ing was listened to with the closest 
attention. At the ending Mr. Tuttle 
of Pittsfield, who is chairman of the 
judiciary committee, but last 
year the chairman of the railroad 
committee and is now the virtual 
leader of the House on the floor, 
moved that the message be referred to 
the committee on railroads. This was 
carried without any objection. Some 
of the members say that this new and 
important business will prolong the 
session at least a week. This is 
quite probable, in view of the similar 
action of the governor last session, 
just at the end, upon a similar matter 
when he sent in his message against 
the consolidation of the steam and 
electric lines of transportation. 


It has been a long debate in the 
House this afternoon on the so-called 
Brandeis savings bank insurance bill. 
it is such a new proposition and 
makes such changes, that the savings 
banks are strongly against it. The 
matter held the floor of the House 
during the entire afternoon. It was 
represented that the business was so 
different from the savings bank busi- 
ness that the bank officers could not 
carry it on. This was met by the 
argument that outside of the actuarial 
element of insurance. with which the 
bank officers have nothing to do, there 
is nothing in the requirements of the 
bill which is beyond the capacity of 
the average savings bank officer. It was 
urged that the system will be much 
more economical than the industrial 
system of life insurance, and that the 
people will take readily to it as soon 
as it is in operation. Mr. Kemp of 
Springfield made the point that postal 
savings banks in England never had 
over 13,000 accounts and that their 
number had been reduced to 700 
when the investigation of the system 
was made last year. The upshot of 
the debate was that the bill had 126 
votes to 46 against it on a rising vote 
and as the governor's message was 
waiting to be read, there was noroll 
call. But there is a further stage, 
and it is to be expected that there will 
be an effort to put the members on 
record. Rule.

Dear Sir: Your letter of April 4th 
in regard to conditions of stations at 
West Quincy, South Quincy and 
Quincy was received and the matter 
has been carefully investigated. 

We consider that the station at 
West Quincy is sufficient for the 
business if the surroundings can be 
put in proper shape, which we pro- 
pose to have done. 

We agree that the station at Quincy 
is not large enough and we will see 
what can be done about extending the 
present building so as to make it 
larger. We do not agree with you 
about having a smoking room in this 
station, for such places are simply 
resorts for street loafers and others 
who have no business with us. We 
agree about removing the bootblack 
stand, which will be attended to 
promptly. 

So far as South Quincey is con- 
cerned, the station is old but is in 
fairly good condition as to cleanliness. 
We expect within a year to commence 
work on the four-tracking of this 
section, together with an elimination 
of grade crossings, so we think it de- 
sirable to let the present station re- 
main until plans for the improve- 
ments are fully decided upon.

In his communication the Mayor 
says his reasons for returning these 
orders are “from the fact that these 
parties are not equipped, as specified 
under the law, to comply with the re- 
quirements necessary preceding an 
application for a license of this kind: 
neither do I understand they make 
any pretence whatever to furnishing 
or serving food to strangers and 
travellers as a license of this charac- 
ter imperatively requires a licensee 
to provide. 

In support of the objections which 
I state, | will quote Section 6, Chap- 
ter 102, R. L., containing provisions 
the law as relating to innholders 
veh common victullers, which is as 
follows: 


“An innholder’s or common victual- 
ler’s license shall not be granted or 
issued unless at the time of making 
applications therefore the applicant 
has upon his premises the necessary 
implements and facilities for cooking, 
preparing and serving food for strang- 


}ers and travellers.” 


This clearly shows the necessary 
provisions that must be complied 
with by persons in order to make 
themselves eligible to receive a 
license of this character. And as far 
as the various applicants in the orders 
herein named are concerned, I find 
an entire absence of these provisions. 

Furthermore, I desire to call the 
attention of the Council to the pro- 
| visions of a portion of Section 2, of 
the same law, which reads as follows: 


“A Mayor or any member of a 
licensing board may refuse to sign 
a license for a person who in his 


| opinion has not complied with the pro- 


visions of this chapter: and a Mayor 
or any member of such board who 
signs a license granted contrary to 


| the provisions of this chapter shall 


be punished by a fine of not more 
than fifty dollars.” 


This fully shows the responsibility 


| resting upon us and the necessity of 


our seeing that the law is fully com- 
plied with in granting licenses as 
herein named.”

DOUBLE TRACK. 
At 7.45 a public hearing was held 


on the petition of the Old Colony 
Street railway for a double track 
location on Hancock street with cross- 
overs at the corner of Temple and 
Washington street and near the 
corner of Hancock and Saville streets. 

Supt. Conway appeared for the com- 
pany and explained at length just 
what the wanted. The 
double track would enable the com- 
pany to greatly improve the West 
Quincy and Quincy avenue service as 
it would do away with the pocket be- 
tween Music hall and Dobles corner. 

Councilman Pinkham asked if it 
would not be imperative to widen 
Hancock street if a double track was 
built. 

Supt. Conway said there would be 
more room with two tracks than with 
one in the centre of the street. He 
explained why a double track was 
better than a single track on a nar- 
row street. In reply as to what ex- 
tent the railroad would contribute to- 
ward the expense of widening Mr. 
said that was regulated by

Conway 
statute. 

In answer to further questions he 
said that it would also do away with 
the present trouble on Quincy avenue, 
and that the company would com- 
mence work immediately on the 
granting of the location. He thought 
it would be possible with the double 
track to run fifteen minute cars on 
the West Quincy line. It was the 
intention of the company to improve 
the service. Just how it would work 
out however he could not say at the 
present time. He was willing to take 
it up with the committee. 

Henry L. Kineaide appeared as a 
representative of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation and as a business man to favor 
the petition. He’ felt that Quincey de- 
served better service. Some consider- 
etion should also be given to the mat- 
ter of widening and straightening of 
Hancock street at the same time the 
double track was built. 

The street railway should bear 
part of this expense. We should de- 
mand to know of the company just 
what we are to get in return. There 
should be a definite understanding in 
the form of a contract. The road 
obliging people to change cars in 
City Square does a great injury to 
business. The railroad is not using 
the city squarely. 

T. L. Williams, president of the 
Board of Trade appeared in favor. He 
felt that business was injured by cara 
being held up at Music hall. It was 
a duty the city owed to the business 
men to grant the petition that we may 
get better service. As to the matter 
of widening of Hancock street that 
was in the hands of a special com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade. 

James F. Burke appeared in favor. 
West Quincy people want at least 
twenty-minute time. But it should 
be in black and white what the com- 
pany intends to give us. Will the 
company pay any part of the expense 
of widening the street. He then read 
a letter from Waltham which stated 
that the street railway there had con- 
tributed toward the improvement of 
streets for privileges granted. Get 
them to put in writing what they will 
do. 

Supt. Conway wished to be heard 
again and was granted that premis- 
sion. He said that he wanted to say 
a good word for the company with 
which he had been connected for 
twenty years and that they had never 
done him a wrong. 

He then spoke of the location that 
had been granted once before that 
had not been built. This was be- 
cause financially the company was 
not able to at that time. His com- 
pany was the heaviest taxpayer of the 
city. Last year it had paid $40,000 in 
taxes. Seven years ago you did not 
have a car 20 feet long. They were 
then running cars with one motor. 
You could not go from West Quincy 
to Houghs Neck for less than ten 
cents. Now you go to all parts of the 
city for five cents. Be fair with us. 
It is not all a case of politics. Seven 
years ago you had but one car an 
hour on Hancock street. Let us meet 
this question on the broad guage 
system. Give something and take 
something. The company was perfect- 
ly willing to sign its name to any- 
| thing they agree to do. Let us get 
together. I agree to use you square- 
ly. Use us the same. The workmen of 
Quincy are the ones we want to ac- 
commodate. 

Councilman Polk asked if most of 
the improvements were not made at 
the request of the Council, to which 
Mr. Conway replied no. 

Councilman Polk asked why the 
company did not run the cars from 
Weymouth Landing, West Quincy and 
Brockton through to Neponset, to 
which Mr. Conway replied that the 
service was not required. 

In reply to a question as to how 
the Council were to know that the 
city would get better service, Mr. Con- 
way replied that he was willing to 
| make an agreement satisfactory to

For the Patriot. 
National Editorial Convention. 


The twenty-second annual convention 
of the National Editorial Association 
was held at the Inside Inn, at Norfolk, 
Va., June 10-14; and was one of the 
best conventions ever held by the asso- 
ciation. F 

Most of the delegates from Massachu- 
setts went by way of the New York, 
Pennsylvania and Cape Charles route; 
returning by Washington, Philadelphia, 
New York and Springfield. Excursion 
tickets, for round trip, good for thirty 
days, with the privilege of stopping 
over at the principal points, were sold 
for $17.70. 

The party left Boston on Saturday, 
stopped in New York over night, and 
the next morning about 6.30 started 
over the Pennsylvania roate, arriving 
atthe Inside Inn at Norfolk about 8 
o’clock the same evening. 

The route was quite pleasant, cool 
and comfortable, passing over the entire 
length of the state of Delaware, which 
was almost entirely new to the writer. 
Large peach orchards, and handsome 
pear orchards were frequently passed, 
but the crops of vegetables were back- 
ward, us they bave been all along the 
Atlantic coast this spring. About four 
o’clock we arrive at Cape Charles, 
where we found waiting a large splen- 
did steamer ready to take the passen- 
gers to Jamestown. ‘The sail was de- 
ligbtful. 

About an hour before we landed we 
came in sight of Fortress Munroe, the 
largest and best equipped fortress in 
America, and tbe chief artillery station 
of the United States government. With 
the exception of Gibraltaritis perbaps 
the greatest fortress in the world, 
possessing the longest line of fortifica- 
tion. With its great disappearing 
guos and modern macbinery of war it 
stands, sentinel-like in plain view of 
tbe Exposition grounds, separated by 
six miles of water. 

After passing the fortress we came 
to the big war vessels, some forty or 
more of different nations, in two rows 
a quarter of a mile apart, making a 
beautiful and inspiring appearance. 

Many new hotels have been erected at 
Jamestown to accommodate the visitors ; 
the largest is the Inside Inn, a two- 
story building with a capacity for 
2,000 guests, erected inside the grounds. 
The accommodations at this hotel are 
not very good; and the prices are $3 to 
$4 per day. The food served on the 
Americau plano was meagre, not suffi- 
cient for an able bodied man. There 
were from one to two thousand people 
at the inn the week we were there, 
probably more than there will be at 
any other time this season. The girls 
who tended table bad a hard time of it; 
they were paid we were told but $3 a 
week, and many had left, making it 
harder for the guests to get served, and 
the waiters to serve; they had to jump, 
jump, about six hours each daz, to 
serve the crowd, 

The convention held one or two ses- 
sions daily. Mouday morning at ten 
the members listened to an 
address of welcome by Hon. St. George 
Tucker, president of the Jamestown 
Exposition, which was responded to 
by Walter Williams, of the Columbia, 
Mo,, Herald, At 3 o’olock, President 
Roosevelt, at the Auditorium, made a 
very able address to the editors, which 
was received with marked attention and 
applause, 

Before or after the daily sessions the 
members had an opportunity of visiting 
the exhibits and entertainments at the 
Exposition. We are sorry to say that 
the grounds and many of the larger 
buildiogs are far from completion, aod 
it looks from tbe slow progress being 
made that it would be several months 
before they are in good shape. 

Tbe State buildings are nearly all 
ready for visitors, and among the more 
attractive, will be found the one erected 
by Massachusetts.

Oo Thursday afternoon the editors 
were taken by steamer and carried some 
fifty miles up the James river to James- 
town, where the first English settle- 
ment in America was made, May 13, 
1607, viewing old Jamestown ruins and 
historic homes on James river to Hamp- 
ton Roads. 


On Friday afternoon we went in 
trolley cars to Virginia beach, a fa- 
mous resort, which many visit io the 
summer season for bathing and refresh- 
ment, The waves roll up as they do 
at Nantasket, and usually a jolly time 
can be had, but on this occasion it was 
cold and damp and none of the editors 
epjoyed a dip in old ocean. It being 
the middle of June probably some boys 
in our city were having a swim at our 
beaches the same day. A fine oyster 
bake and other refreshments were en- 
joyed, then we were taken to Cape 
Henry where the first English settlers 
landed; after viewing famous sights, 
old lighthouses, life saving station, 
etc., we returved to the Inside Inn.

Adams Academy Graduation. 


The gold medal exercises 
Adams Academy were held at the 
Stone Temple on Saturday evening 
and largely attended by friends of 
the pupils, the school and Dr. Ever- 
ett. The exercises were saddened 
by the fact that the Academy will 
be closed this week for an indefinite 
time. There were touching scenes 
when Dr. Everett, the master for 29 
years announced the fact, and also 
when he addressed the boys later 
and said good bye. 

Before commencing the program 
of the evening he asked the indul- 
gence of the audience for a few min- 
utes. He said he regretted the con- 
dition of the Adams fund was such 
that it could not support the school 
any longer. He had hoped the peo- 
ple of Quincy might see their way 
clear to help the academy in a finan- 
cial way, but he saw no chance of 
that now. ‘ 

Dr. Everett said he would not 
have continued as headmaster of the 
school if it were not closed. His 
health was not such that he could 
continue the arduous work of pre- 
paring large classes for Harvard 
college, as this task was not so easy 
now as it was 29 years ago when he 
first assumed charge. His resigna- 
tion, he said, was already in the 
hands of the managers of the acad- 
emy.

It had been charged against him, 
he said, that he did not cultivate 
the acquaintance of the parents of 
the pupils. “That may be so,” said 
the doctor, “but the fact is I have 
been so busy cultivating the acquain- 
tance of these boys that I have not 
had time to follow up their relations. 
I feel confident that in years to 
come the boys of Adams academy, 
yes, and their sons and grandsons, 
will have a kind word to say of Dr. 
Everett, and for this I feel that my 
work has not been in vain.” 

“Boys you are probably the last 
graduates of Adams academy, at 
least for some years to come. We 
have spent four pleasant years to- 
gether. If I have not taught you to 
be men; if I have not taught you to 
follow the path of honesty and truth 
though it led to the scaffold; if I 
have not taught you to be Americans; 
if I have not taught you that you 
owe a responsibility to the Heavenly 
Father which you cannot shake off 
even though you are alone in the 
desert, then my time with you has 
been wasted and your time with me 
has been wasted. You are going 
now into the world, but wherever 
you go remember always to say a 
good word for your and my beloved 
Adams academy.” 

Just before dismissing the audience 
Dr. Everett said he had been in- 
formed by Dean Hurlburt of Har- 
vard college that the Dimmock 
scholarship had been awarded Au- 
gust H. Wigren, the Tyler scholar- 
ship to Francis Joseph Howley, and 
the Price Greenleaf scholarship to 
August H. Wigren. 

“And now,” said Dr. Everett, “the 
exercises are concluded, unless some- 
body wants to step forward and 
plank down $50,000 to keep the 
academy going.”

Grammar Graduation. 


As Supt. Parlin said in his introduc- 
tory remarks at the grammar school 
graduation the class of 1907 was 
honored in two ways. First, it was 
the first class to be graduated in the 
new High school hall; and second, 
it was the largest grammar class ever 
graduated in Quincy. *The exercises 
differed but little from other years. 
Ideal graduation weather prevailed. 
That is to say, it was hot. Consider- 
ing the large number present, how- 
ever, the hall was comfortable. 

It was the first time that many, or 
perhaps it might be said the great 
majority, had seen the hall and many 
favorable remarks were heard of it. 
Certainly it was an ideal hall for the 
exercises. The hall is entirely com- 
pleted save possibly the ventilator 
that was supposed to be put into the 
roof. It is finished in ash, while the 
walls and ceiling and balcony are in 
white. The balcony is broad and 
roomy and supported by large brass 
finished rods. The graduates were 
assembled in the centre of the hall 
while the parents and friends occupied 
seats on the sides and in the balcony. 
On the platform, which was reserved, 
were upwards of fifty ladies and gen- 
tlemen. In all nearly nine hundred 
were present, although it hardly 
seemed that there were so many. 

The exercises commenced at 3 
o'clock with the marching in of the 
graduates. Each school was led by 
a banner bearer and as each entered 
the hall it received its share of ap- 
plause. As usual music was a fea- 
ture of the exercises and it was of 
the usual high order the selections 
being compositions of such well 
known composers as Mendelssohn, 
Handel, Beethoven, Shelley, Pinsuti 
and Rogues.

After the two opening numbers, 
Supt. Parlin made a few introductory 
remarks. After mentioning the honors 
that this particular class had, he said 
that of the number of graduates, 192 
were boys and 243 girls. A total of 
435 which was 39 more than last year 
and the largest class ever graduated. 
Of the total, 242 graduates were with- 
out conditions, and 412 received cer- 
tificates entitling them to enter se- 
condary schools. 

One completed the course in 5 years, 
2 in six years, 20 in seven years, 192 
in eight years, 149 in nine years, 54 
in ten years and 17 in eleven years. 
This was the average of eight and one- 
half years, with deductions for vaca- 
tions. The youngest graduate was 
liyears and 8 months, and the oldest 
18 years and 8 months. The latter, 
Mr. Parlin said, lost three years by 
illness. The average age was 14 
years and one-half months. 

Over 90 per cent of the graduates 
were to enter secondary schools. 

The address of the afternoon was 
by Senorita Carolina Huidobro of 
Chili. The Senorita said at the com- 
mencement of her remarks that her 
people were intellectual and up-to- 
date. A people that had been called 
the yankee of South America. This 
graduation carried her back 32 years 
when she was graduated in Boston. 
She started at ten years of age to get 
an education, and at that time she 
could not speak English. She was 
eight years old before she could read, 
yet she knew every bird in the woods 
and their habits. Here she had got 
a constitution that she would not sell 
for all the education in the world. 
The tendency in the United States was 
to push a child. 

During her remarks the Senorita 
frequently spoke in a humorous vein 
and readily captivated her hearers. 

At the conclusion of the address 
came the presentation of the diplomas 
The graduates came forward by 
schools for their diplomas marching 
across the platform and down the 
other side. Then came more music 
the salute to the flag and the singing 
of America. 

Members of the School Committee 
were at a premium at the graduation, 
for out of the nine members but four 
were present. Messrs. Miller, New- 
comb, Bushnell and Duggan. They 
therefore had to do double duty in 
giving out diplomas. 

One little girl was obliged to leave 
the hall owing to the heat, and one 
boy was overcome and had to be car- 
ried out. 

The decorations at the hall were of 
a simple nature. Two flags over the 
platform and bunches of green ar- 
ranged about the front of the balcony.
